The “Manila. Bulletin” of August 
9 reports: 4 
-* Tossed to and fro, by the waves 
of the China sea, for nearly 28 days, 
the “Hai Hong,” a Ty Camco!So- 
brine veasel. plying between Manila 
and China ports, arrived in the city 
Sunday-morning after a series of. 
wanderings .in the sea. An official 
report, narrating the string of in- 
cidents encountered, was received 
yesterday at the customs house from 
Rafacl Ferrer, captain of the vessel. 

The “Hai Hong,” according to 
the report left the port of. Keelung, 
Formosa, on July 10° bound for 
Cebu. All went well up to July 
20, The motorship was 130 miles 
off the Catanduanes Islands when 
a flerce storm suddenly sprung up. 
In the battle against the elements, 
control was lost of the helm, To 
make matters worse the winds rip: 
ped, the fore-sails, leaving the “Hai 
Hong" at the mercy of the waves. 


For three days the unfortunate 
vessel rolled about, and more than, 


once’ nearly capsized. It was only 
on July 28, that the intensity of the 
storm: relaxed. The helm was re- 
paired and the “Hai Hong” was 
able to reach the port of San Vis 
cente where" protected from’ the. 
strong winds, her crew could attend 
to the damages on deck. 

The distance between Keelung 
and Manila is 700 nautical miles 
and under normal conditions . the 
trip ia ‘made in four days. It took 
the ‘Hai Hong’. 28 days, to make 
the trip. The. “Hai-Hong” carried 
a cargo of 1,041 tons of coal, She 
is-booked to Jeave for China in a 
few days after some repairs are 
effected. : : 5

RADIO SERVICH 


EROM _U. 8. TO THE 
PHILIPPINES. 


, _ New York, Aug. 9. 
‘The “New ‘York Times” says 
the Postal Telegraph and Cable 
system, which controls the Com- 
mercial Pacific Cable Company, 
plans to establish a radio service 
between the United States and 
the Philippines and China. ° 

This will .be the first time a 
telegraph and cable company has 
undertaken to operate a radio 
service, and will bring the Postal 
company into direct competition 
with the Radio Corporation of 
America and the Western Union. 

The announcement came within 
a week after the Western Union 
had announced plans to enter the 
Pacific field with a cable to cost 
from $10,000,000. to $16,000,000. 

It is estimated, that the Postal 
radio system will epst less ‘than 
$3,000,000, which would include 
stations at San- Francisco, Hono- 
lulu and Manila. . 

The hook-up would be used for 
excesg traffic not routed over the 
cable operated from. San Fran- 
cisco to Manila: via . Honolulu, 
‘Midway Island, and Guam. __

Here’ 
a good schooling in acathetic makes 
its mark upon the child, especial- 
‘ly in adolescent years, when’ he 
bdcomes more ‘of a reasoning dis- 
criminating soul—when the’ world 
of experlence opens up: before him, 
and he begins to form his tastes. 
Here the achool and the teacher 
play a great part, ‘They can sofze 
upon the leisure time of life, and 
in the words of ‘an educationalist, 
prevent the child from sinking 
back, into the beast by attracting 
his attention to things ‘that are 
lovely and of good. repute. Thus 
the child, at this stage, creates for 
himself a system of values which 
form the basis of his charactet in 
the. plastic-years of adolescence. 
Despite the mterialists who urge 
us to teach children only that 
which was likely ta be useful ‘to 
them as carpenters or plumbers, as 
doctors‘ or lawyers, the worth of a 
man to himself and to his genera- 
tlon will always-depend upon ‘the 
cultural ‘and spiritual side of his’ 
nature—upon his standard of satis- 
factions. It is at school that he 
generally acquires those controls 
and inhibitions that will teach him 
to spurn the vicious and unlovely 
and cleave to that which Is fair 
and good, It is at school that he 
will_see at work in a model com- 
munity those Invaluable priaciples 
of scfY-respect, honesty, ‘fair-deal- 
ing, service. Is not all this an- 
other argument for the retention 
of the adolescent at school?” ; 

There was, he. remarked, . more 
freedom in the school of to-day. 
The tendency was to abolish the 
old style’ of corporal punishment, 
and to substitute the aim of the 
Mikado—to make the punishnient 
fit ‘the crime. When the Modern 
School abolished corporal punish- 
ment. twelve years ago a visitor re- 
marked that under the new form 
of discipline a race of inverte- 
‘brates would be bred—that, ‘lack- 
Ing the stimulus of corporal punish- 
ment, the hoys would be with- 
out stamina and other manly 
qualities. . Fifteen years’ experi- 
ence had shown him (the speaker) 
that the boys grew up ordinary 
normal boys, competent to take 
thelr part with others trained un- 


}der the more spartan-system,' At 


the’ war,: from all accounts, they 
endured hardships and met death 
with equal fortitude, The modern 
tendency of school instruction, too, 
was ‘to provide conditions which 
approached ‘more nearly .to the 
realities of life, where ‘difficulties 
had to be met, and problems solved 
with only occasional help from 
outatde. “I see in these schools,” 
he concluded, “teachers who are 
wise enough to allow their pupils 
to do things for themselves, when 
{t is best for them to do so, teachers 
who give the pupils the benefit of 
their learning and experience only 
when {t is’ necessary. In this 
golden age I can sense a community 
that values the teacher as the man 
who plays upon the most sensitive 
of instruments—the human mind., 
Remembei, above all else, that 
education is not a thing that pays 
in the ordinary acceptation of the 
‘term. A school is a losing concern 
dn the money market. The ‘good or 
evil it does cannot be measured, 
and yet, despite all difficulties we 
knew we must pursue an ideal in 
education which will give us the 
schools we deserve.” 3
